Iowa, Missouri and Kansas Have Reg­ 


istered Ninety Degrees or Over for 


a Month—Seriousness of the Situa­ 


tion Increased by the Lack of Rain. 


Pacific Coast 
Has 
Cool Weather. 


Fifty-aix Degrees at San Francisco. 


Washington. July 22.—A hot wave 
-of unusual and in places record-break­ 
ing Intensity is again prevalent over 
the Central Western part of the coun­ 
try and is spreading eastward and 
northward. 
The Central West report 
ed the extraordinarily high tem pera­ 
ture line of IOO degs., including the 
states and territories of 
Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Iowa, Missouri, In­ 
diana and illinois. 
At Chicago at 7 
o'clock the temperature was IOO degs.. 
exceeding by several degs. anything 
ever before recorded at that time of 
the day. 
A serious feature is the 
showing made in the states of Iowa, 
Missouri and Kansas, where the tem ­ 
peratures have been 90 degs. or over 
for a period of over a month. 
For 
18 days of this time the thermometer 
at Kansas City registered IOO (legs. or 
more. 
Weather bureau officials do 
not t are to make any prediction as to 
the prospects of relief. They say that 
none as yet is in sight. 
The seriousness of the situation to 
the crops is increased by the lack of 
rain, none of importance having fallen 
la the corn belt for three days and 
there apparently being no prospects. 
T he rain which 
Gave a Partial Relief 
to the states of the corn belt during 
the past week was not by any means 
general in c haracter, but a succession 
of thunder showers, affording 
tem­ 
porary relief to 
the 
over-parche«i 
ground and grain. 
The relative high 
barometer in the southeast section of 
the country shows a persistent con­ 
tinuation of warm southerly winds, 
and there appears to be no prospect 
of a change until the appearance of a 
high barometer in the 
Northwest, 
where a low pressure now has full 
swing. 
Such relief of a local charac­ 
ter as is held out in the meantime. 
it is stated, will be due to local thun­ 
der showers, which always accompany 
periods of protracted 
heat. 
Some 
rains have fallen In the past 24 hours 
in the South Atlantic states, the Gulf 
states and in the extreme Southwest. 
Contrasted . with

th** country the Pacific coast in enjoy­ 
ing a period of cool weather. San 
Francisco reporting a temperature of 
56 degs. as the result

Kansas, Oklahoma, Iowa, Missouri, In­ 
d ia n a and Illinois. 
At Chicago at 7 
o ’clock tile t e m p e r a tu r e w as IOO degs., 
exceeding by several degs. anything 
e v e r before recorded at t h a t time of 
the day. 
A serious featu re is the 
showing m ade in the sta te s of Iowa, 
Missouri and Kansas, where the te m ­ 
p e ra tu re s have been 90 degs. or over 
for a period of over a month. 
For 
18 days of this tim e the th e rm o m e te r 
a t Kansas City registered IOO degs. or 
more. 
W e a the r bureau officials do 
not care to m ake any prediction as to 
th e prospects of relief. 
T hey say that 
none as yet is in sight. 
T he seriousness of the situation to 
t h e crops is increased by th e lack of 
rain, none of im portance having fallen 
in the corn belt for th ree days and 
th ere ap p aren tly being no prospects. 
T h e rain which 
Gave a Partial Relief 
to th e sta te s of th e corn belt during 
the past week was not by any means 
general In c h aracter, but a succession 
of th u n d e r showers, affording 
te m ­ 
porary relief to 
the 
over parche.s 
ground and grain. 
T h e relative high 
b a ro m e te r in the so u th e a st section of 
the country shows a p e rsiste n t con­ 
tinuation of warm southerly 
winds, 
and there ap p ears to be no prospect

ENTERPRISING AT OAK LAWN. 


Who is August Holm? Ti - -*•* m- 
to be the all pervading question 
which the officers have to contend 
with in this city at the present time. 
A man by this name has been mur­ 
dered at Valiev City, X. P ., and it 
is thought that his home was in 
Brainerd. 
A few days ago letter* were re­ 
ceived in the city from the anthoid 
ties making- inquiry regarding the 
man and asking for the address of 
relatives, etc., so that the details of 
the murder can be sent to them. 
It seems that a body of a man was 
found floating in the river at Valley 
City some time ago, but the features 
of the man were badly decomposed 
and he could not be Identified by any 
one ut Valley City. 
Some rd the 
effects on his person, however, dis­ 
closed the fact that his name was 
Holm and it was afterwards learned 
that it was August Holm. 
The mystery surrounding the man’s 
death remained unsolved for a long 
time, but a little detective work on 
the part of the officials at Valley City 
connected a man 
by tho name of 
Frank Vail with the crime. 
He was 
a herder on the Nester farm near 
that place and he wa- put under 
arrest on Ju ly 14. and it is under­ 
stood that he has afterwards con­ 
fessed to the crime. 
A t first he denied all knowledge 
of Holm, which is now acknoledged 
to be the name of the murdered man, 
but finally after about three hour- of 
questioning he admitted that he had 
done the killing and talked quite 
freely. 
He claims the act was done 
in self defense. 
His story is that he 
had made a deal with Holm to buy 
his team and wagon and thai 
the 
matter was to be closed up oil the 
morning of tin* nth. 
Holm came to 
his shack and while talking about the 
matter attacked him with a revolver 
and shot at him twice. 
Then Vail closed in, took the re­ 
volver away from Holm and shot the 
latter in self defense. 
H is theory is 
that Holm knew that he had 
the 
money with which to purchase tlu­ 
teum on his person and wanted to 
kill birn for it. 
One weak feature of Vail's story is 
the 
fact that the bullet 
entered 
Holm's head behind the right ear 
and passed out through the left eve. 
tearing the eye from the socket. The 
bullet was a large one and Vail is 
known to have a 44 calibre revolver. 
After killing Holm V ail says be 
carne to town with the intention of 
giving himself up to tie* officers, but 
the longer he thought of the matter 
the more alarmed he became and he 
finally decided that the only 
safe 
course to pursue was to eonceal the 
body and say nothing. 
He says he 
let the body lay where it fell until 
night aud then weighed it down with 
stones and threw it in the river.

Only a few years ago such an Indus­ 
try was not dreamed of. * The shells 
are towed In barges by steamboat to 
the many large button factories locat­ 
ed at down river cities, where the finest 
of |H*orl buttons are m anufactured from 
them, and *10 to $12 lier ton Is real­ 
ized from the shells. 
Each hunter is capable of securing 
from one ami a half to two tons dally. 
Many shells are found w ith m agnifi­ 
cent pearl* attached to them. 
These 
are sold to eastern pearl buyers, large 
sums being realized for them, as they 
are very rare. 
One such shell found a 
few flays ago by Mr. Kish is valued at

T x., is 
Simon Gels mar. who lias invented and 
put lo practical use a ilia* bine for re­ 
moving the hull* from cotton seed. 
This wonderful Invention has an yet 
made but lit tie stir in hie eomtnerelal 
world, but lf the present plaits of Mr. 
Geismar and associate* are fulfilled it 
is only a question of a four years when 
the cottonseed oil industry will U* revo­ 
lutionized by this new method for pre­ 
paring the kernels o f th e cotton se* d 
for market. Already tinTe is a plant 
erected and ready for operation when 
the cotton Benson opens in which the 
hull removing machinery is used. This 
plant is located at Austin and bas a 
capacity of IOO tons of cotton seed per 
day. It was erected last year and oper­ 
ated on a small seal * during tho cotton 
season of PJK*). The business at that 
tim**, however, was to a large extent in 
the experimental sta^**. but it proved 
so highly successful that the capacity 
of the plant was greatly Increased for 
this season’s business, and plans are 
now being considered for the establish­ 
ment of similar plants at other points 
In the cotton belt of Texas. The Austin 
concern is owned and operated by Mr. 
Geismar and associates, and so far they 
have refuse! all offers for the purchase 
of t!>*- patent right from persons who 
desired to establish and operate similar 
pin ms. 
Speaking o f tile Invention to a 8t. 
Louis Globe-1 lemocrat correspondent, 
Mr. Gelsmar said; 
"The cotton st* *! hulling plant which 
we have erected at Austin has a capac­ 
ity of Bx* tons per day, and if we can 
obtain that amount of cotton s****! in 
that market we xviii run the plant to 
the full amount of its capacity during 
the coming season. The process of re­ 
moving the hulls from the kernels is 
purely mechanical, but I have a secret 
chemical process which Is used in pre­ 
paring th** kernels for shipment. Our 
main office is situated In Paris, to 
which point all of the kernels are ship­ 
ped. We have never attem pted to build 
tip a market for the kernels in this 
country owing to the fact that the de­ 
mand for them in France is much 
greater than xve xviii he abl© to supply 
for a long time to come.”
